When the 
Germane start an advance, the tunnel 
is mined, and when they arc directly 
over the explosion, it is set off. Mr. 
Dugal says that whole corps are blown

"To some extent, no doubt, the very 


favorable conditions noled may be due 
to immediate European demands for 
American products." the report says, 
"but reports from numerous 
sources 


indicate that manufacturers are pro- 
ducing in larger and larser quantities 
for domestic consumption, 
a 
tact 


which augurs well for a continuance 
of prosperity in this 
country, 
even 


should the present European demand 
be greatly curtailed." 


As usual, thc principal cause of un- 
' 
ivas lack of work; 
the 


n wages granted to textile workers at 
the close of the year was evidence of 
real prosperity in this industry. At- 
tention was called to the fact that 
war orders did not count 
materially 


in production, substantially all orders 
having been of a domestic character. 
The foundry and machine shops were 
very active and skilled help was in 
demand. The boot and shoe factories 
were well supplied with orders, thc. 
paper mills were operating on 
full 


time, and in general the output of 
manufactured goods, represented 
by 


shipments from the city, was greater 
than ever before- The 
only 
factors 


which Hi all seriously retarded pro- 
duction in the city were the lack of 
additional employes 
necessitated 
by 


the large expansion of business, and 
the shortage of dye-stuffs which re- 
sulted in some curtailment in the pro- 
duction of colored textiles. The esti-

Demoralizing Effects of War— 
Loud Shouts of "Out With Him" 


AMSTERDAM, via London, March IS.

The mil- 
itarizing of schools converts them into 
training stables for war. 
You educate 


your children "to be "war machines. With 
regard to war, their ideals seem to he 
embodied in poison gas bombs. In the 
schools should be taught not only HULL 
the murder.of Archduke Franz .Ferdir 
hand of Austria at Sarayevo was an 
Incident ^'hlch should-, inspire horror, 
hut It should also be taught that there

As only 
socialists stood ~up.-Dr. Liebknecht was 
forbidden to speak further, the major- 
ity present loudly applauding this de- 
cision.

not make himself heard owing1 to the 
terrific, commotion. As he was" leaving 
the rostrum there were loud shouts of

Since last July, the railroad has 
made no move until yesterday, when Its 
engineers started to make a survey of 
Ihe locality. .Meanwhile, the bridge has 
l:een declared dangerous; the city has 
restricted traffic thereon, while two po- 
lice officers are 'drawing a day's pay 
each, at the expense of the Bay State 
ttrect railway, and in all probability 
will continue to draw pay until next 
May. 
as guardians of the bridge; their 


particular duty to restrict traffic to one 
car at a tirr.e. Thus, the B.- & jr.'s delay 
is a help to the 
police 
department 


though probably it is not appreciated 
by the Bay State. 


'Judging from the kind of bridge that 


the Boston & Maine proposes to con- 
struct at Chelmsford street, it would 
appear that the railroad doesn't con- 
template removing the grade crossing 
at Middlesex street in the near future! 
although the crossing proposition has 
been under discussion annually for the 
past quarter of .1 century.

WASHINGTON. 
March 
IS.—The 


United States shipped 
675,443 
horses 


and mules, worth $131.014,000, to Eu- 
rope for the allied armies in the last 
year and a. half, according to export 
llg'ures assembled yesterday In the bu- 
reau of foreign and 
domestic com- 


merce. 


During the whole of 1913 only a few 


more than 30,000 horses 
and 
mules 


went to 
Europe 
from 
the 
United 


States, but three months after hostili- 
ties began they were going at the rate 
of 30,000 a month. 
The stead 
now 


reached its height last October, when 
56,01)0 were shipped. 


Despite a. diminished 
supply, 
the 


price of farm animals has dropped con- 
siderably within the last few months, 
which is explained by the 
statement 


that only the best horses left the coun- 
try, lowering'the 
general 
standard, 


and also by the increased use of gas 
engines and automobiles. .The average 
price Jan. 1, 1316, was 5101.60. Com- 
pared with 5103.15 a 
year ago, and 


5109.14 in 191!. The average price of 
animals supplied to the allies 'was up- 
wards of S200. 


Ordinarily the rate of increase in 


horses and mules is about 1 per cent 
a year, but last year the European 
demand caused the supply to diminish 
by about 35.000 animals. 
The depart- 


ment of agriculture on January 1 es- 
timated the number of farm animals 
in the United States at 25,000,000. 
census bureau estimate put the num- 
ber in cities at 3.500,000.

socialist, denounced the demoralizing 
effectu of the war: 


"Dr. Liebknecht, discussing the edu- 


cational budget, said: 'Education today 
perves to strengthen 
militarism 
and 


capitalism. You act as if you wish to 
throw open to the people the road to 
education but that is only because cap- 
itallum requires soldiers. The teaching 
.of history is systematically distorted 
for the purpose of Introducing certain 
political conditions into the schools and 
also hatred against England. The mil- 
itarizing- of h-chools converts them into 
training1 stables for war. 
You educate- 


your.children to be war machines. With 
regard to war, their ideals secni'to be 
-embodied in poison gas bombs. In the 
'•schools should be taught not only that 
-the murder of Archduke Franz Ferdi- 
nand of Austria, -at Sarayevo was an 
incident which should Inspire horror, 
but it should also be tau^lit that there 
'were vide circles in Germany and Aus- 
tria In M'hkh this murder was regarded 
'an a veritable CJod-send/ 


"At these words a wild uproar arost

socialists stood up, Dr. Liebkntcht was 
forbidden to speak further, the major- 
ity present loudly applauding this de- 
cision. 
Dr. Liebknecht, however, non- 


llnued in his efforts to speak, but could 
not make himself heard owing to the 
terrific commotion. As be was leaving 
th« rostrum there were loud shouts uf 
'out with him.' "
